3. CHINA. SCRIPPS-HOWARD S PITTSBURGH PRESS AUGUST 6 

HAD WASHINGTON STORY BY RICHARD BOYCE REPORTING CHINA IS 
QUIETLY DEVELOPING NUCLEAR WEAPONS FAR SUPERIOR TO FRENCH, 
BOYCE CITING INFORMED US OFFICIALS SAYING CHINA NOW HAS 
SOVIET-TYPE TUPELOV-16 BOMBERS CAPABLE OF CARRYING LARGE 
WARHEADS 1500-MILES, SEVERAL NEW MISSILE-CARRYING
